The verdict as returned by the jury was 
as follows: 

“Wo find that Frankie Green came 
to her death about 9 o'clock on March 
16, 1914, at 449 Gallagher street, and 
that her death was caused by pressure 
the enlarged thymus (“Shymic 
death)"; that the needles which were 
found in the brain at the autopsy had 
no direct cause with the death, although 
we have no doubt that they were put 
in the brain when the child was young 
with the intention of destroying its 
life. From the evidence submitted by 
the mother of the child and the wit- 
ness Lowe, which is contradictory tu 
nature, we would recommend that they 
be deported as ~undesirables.”’ 

While the mode of death has been 
explained to the satisfaction of the 
jury, the mystery of how the needles 
got Into the brain has not been clear- 
ed, The general supposition seems to 
be that the needles have been in the 
brain for some years, 

Dr. Landry at the inquest offered 
what ho called a plausible solution to 
the mystery, He stated that there is a 
possibility that theneedles were placed 
in the child's head before the soft spot 
which is to be found on every child's 
head up to the age of two years, had 
closed up. Or again there is the pos- 
sibility that the needles had been placed 
in some other part fof the child and 
that they had gradually worked thetr 
way to the brain where they were 
found. In support of this the doctor 
told of a case where a needle had en- 
tered at the finger and worked out at 
the breast. But these cases are very 
rare and then It would be nothing 
short of miraculoug for five needles to 
all work to the same point in the brain. 
Dr. Landry explained to the Jury how 
he had discovered the needles when 
he was making the autopsy, ‘We turn- 
ed the brain over on its top part and 
made three of four cuts, beginning in 
front and going backwards, leaving 
half an Inch between each cut. About

Another point worthy of considera- 
tion fs this: Delay in sale of deben- 
tures might easily, in the absence of 
ability to proceed with projected capt- 
tal works owing to delay {In selling de- 
bentures result In an exodus of the 
city’s floating labor population which, 
once provided with work elsewhere, 
could not readily be attracted back 
again. In this case the city would ex- 
perience a labor shortage until im- 
migration had made up the deficiency, 

As to the charge for sinking fund, 
this would be small as’ the bonds 
should be for long terms, On a 40 
vear basis the annual charge would be 
827816 per cent. and on a 60 years 
basis .477674 per cent. which would 
represent approximately one-tenth of 
a mill, and one-twentieth of a mill re- 
| epectively, on the present assessable 
value, and would therefore be practi- 
cally imperceptible.
